In  the  ad- 
vanced course — junior  and  senior 
years — the  student  has  a course 
of  four  classroom  .hours  and  one 
drill  period  each  week.  When  he 
graduates,  the  student  who  suc- 
cessfully completes  the  four-year 
course  may  accept  a commission 
in  the  Air  Force.

Gets  Comment 

“ . . . Wish  the  Y would  go  up 
and  show  the  U how  to  -sell 
books  . . 

That  was  the  remark  one  up- 
per classman  made  after  running 
the  self-service  bookstore  gaunt- 
let. Both  students  and  faculty 
seemed  pleased  at  the  results  in 
this  quarter’s  book  buying  rush. 

Neil  McKnight,  head  of  the 
book  store,  reported  a 50%  in- 
crease in  the  receipts  for  Mon- 
day over  last  year’s  first  day. 
This  increase  was  gained  with 
only  11  employees,  including  five 
cashiers,  compared  with  35  for 
last  year.  No  more  space  was 
used  and  occasionally  the  self- 
service  could  easily  have  handled 
more  students.  Last  year  stu- 
dents may  recall  that  from  early 
morning  until  closing  the  book 
store  resembled  a sardine  can- 
nery more  than  a shop  selling 
scholastic  produce. 

Harold  Western,  buyer  for  the 
bookstore  sports  section,  said 
that  this  years  was  “a  snap” 
compared  with  last  year’s  “mad- 
house.” 

Self-service  bookstores  have 
been  used  only  a few  years  in 
some  eastern  universities  and 
BYU  is  probably  the  first  four- 
year  college  in  the  west  to  try 
the  system.  If  this  year’s  record 
of  half  again  the  volume  with 
one-third  the  help  can  be  main- 
tained, BYU  will  probably  con- 
tinue the  practice.

QUESTION  ON  CONSISTENCY 


In  recent  years  a pattern  of  inconsistency  has  semi-annually 
come  from  the  general  direction  of  the  Maeser  building. 

We  refer  to  the  administration’s  policy  of  promoting  attendance 
at  Devotionals  almost  to  the  degree  of  compulsion  and  at  the  same 
time  studiously  ignoring  the  opening  day  of  the  general  conference 
of  the  church. 

Obviously  the  reason  for  promoting  attendance  at  Devotionals 
is  the  fact  that  the  youth  of  the  church  is  in'  great  need  of  council 
and  advice  from  the  general  authorities. 

Is  it  not  therefore- inconsistent  that  BYU  students  are  refused 
the  opportunity  of  hearing  this  cpuncil  and  advice  given  by  the 
general  authorities  in  the  opening  sessions  of  every  conference? 

In  line  with  UNIVERSE  policy  of  giving  constructive  criticism 
whenever  possible,  we  offer  these  three  alternative  suggestions. 

1.  Dismiss  school  the  Friday  of  Conference.  This  was  the  pro- 
cedure throughout  most  of  the  past  history  of  our  school.  (The 
reasoning  behind  the  change  a few  years  back  is  not  clear  to  the 
present  studentbody.) 

2.  Excuse  from  class  thosa  who  wish  to  attend  or  listen  to 
Conference  rather  than  having  to  cut  classes  in  order  to  do  so. 

3.  Dismiss  class  periods  3,  4,  7,  and  8 which  conflict  with  the 
general  sessions  and  encourage  all  students- and  faculty  to  listen 
to  the  Conference  together  by  installing  Television  in  the  Joseph, 
Smith  auditorium.

Dear  Brethren: 

The  Christmas  season  is  fast  approaching  and  my  thoughts 
have  been  centered  around  the  many  Korean  children  who  will  spend 
this  Christmas  in  an  orphanage  without  the  benefits  of  a home, 
family  or  even  a knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ  and  what  Christmas  is. 
I don’t  feel  that  I,  or  yqu  at  home,  can  sit  idly  by  without  trying  to 
do  something  in v their  behalf. 

At  present,  here  in  the  Second  Infantry  Diyision,  we  are  spon- 
soring our  own  orphanage,  with  a total  of  78  children  between  the 
ages  of  2 and  12.  As  an  LDS  Chaplain  I feel  that  there  are  many  of 
you  in  our  universities  at  home  who  would'  like  to  help  give  these 
children  & real  Christmas,  and  so  I am  asking  that  you  make  a 
drive  and  sertd  us  anything  and  everything  in  the  way  of  toys, 
clothes,  soap,  etc.,  that  would  be  appropriate  and  that. would  not 
spoil. 

It  will  be  necessary  that  you  make  your  drive  immediately  in 
order  to  get  the  gifts  packaged  and  shipped  in  time  to  arrive  here 
for  distribution.  We  would  appreciate  having  all  gifts  mailed'  by 
1 November  ’52.  May  I just  advise  that  before  ^ou  package  any  of 
them,  you  check  with  the  Post  Office  for  information  on  the  maxi- 
mum box  size  and  weight  permissible  to  send  to  Korea. 

Since  I am  appealing  to  all  three  Utah  Universities  for  a united 
drive,  I .feel  that  perhaps  we  will  receive  more  than  is  needful  for 
our  own  orphanage, ' and  if  so,' there  are  many  other  orphanages 
which  would  be  thrilled  with  your  gifts. 

Brethren,  I humbly  pray  that  your  hearts  may  be  touched  with 
the  dire  need  of  the  children  in  this  land.  It’s  hard  to  paint  a picture 
with  word's  of  the  actual  conditions  in  which  these  children  are 
living,  but  I assure  you  that  your  gifts  will  be  thankfully  and  grate- 
fully received  by  all.  ■ 

Now  may  God  bless  you  at  home  with  joy  and  happiness  and 
success  in  all  the  righteous  desire's  of  your  heart.

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On  the  Sideline 

with  Jack  Nelson 

What  is  quaintly  known  as  "a  proper  shellacking”  was  unmerci- 
fully handed  the  University  of  Utah  in  Salt  Lake  last  Saturday  by 
a hard-charging  Arizona  University  team.  In  fact,  the  Utes  were 
clobbered. 

The  Arizona  Wildcats  came  to  Utah  with  a new  coach,  Warren 
Woodson  from  Hardin-Simmons.  And  Woodson  brought  with  him 
his  ideas  of  the  rough,  clean,  bone-crushing  brand  of  football  they 
play  in  the  south.  This  Woodson  emphasizes  the  fundamentals  of 
the  game — hard  blocking  and  solid  tackling,  without  which  few 
teams  ever  get  past  the  50-yard  line. 

Blocking  and  Tackling  Win  Games 

This  matter  of  hard  blocking  and  tackling  is  an  elemental  one. 
If  you  have  men  who  tackle  hard  the  offensive  backs  soon  lose  their 
anxiety  to  be  the  ball  carrier  and  the  passer  worries  more  about  that 
charging  guard  than  finding  an  end  in  the  open.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  you  have  seven  linemen  who  like  the  feel  of  a solid  block  you  need 
only  one  mediocre  play  and  one  skinny  back  to  carry  the  ball 
through.  And  you  win'  ball  games. 

The  great  Knute  Rockne  realized'  the  importance  of  blocking  in 
football  and  once  made  sure  that  his  fabulous  backfield— The  Four 
Horsemen — did  too. 

Linemen  Important 

Feeling  that  the  Four  Horsemen  had  become  a bit  too  conceited 
and  had  forgotten  that  much  of  their  power  depended  on  the  hard 
work  of  the  line,  Rockne  yanked  the  whole  line— known  as  the  Seven 
Mules— and  put  in  substitutes.  Immediately  the  backfield  began  to 
be  smeared',  and  they  signalled  frantically  for  help.  Finally  Rockne 
sent  in  an  eager  young  substitute  .with  instructions  who  stuttered. 
“Well?”  asked  the  Four  Horsemen  as  the  youth  came  into  the 
huddle.  « 

“R-Rockne  s-s-said,”  stuttered  the  youngster,  “why  d-don’t  you 
b-b-boys  s-show  them  your  p-p-press  clippings.  It  m-m-might  s-scare 
them.” 

So  far  this  season,  the  Cougars  most  of  the  time  have  shown 
■little  inclination  for  hard  blocking  and  tackling.  They  have  played 
perhaps  15  minutes  of-  ball  in  a 60  minute  game,  and  have  been 
lucky  enough  to  score  the  necessary  amount  of  points  in  that  time. 
If  they’re  going  to  finish  near  the  top  this  season,  however,  the 
Cougars  are  going  to  have  to  realize  that  football  is  a sixty  minute 
affair  and  that  you  don’t  win  games  without  blocking  and  tackling. 

Utah  is  Tough 

Don’t  underestimate  the  University  of  Utah  this  Saturday, 
either.  Redskin  coach  Jack  Curtice  always  turns  out  a good  team 
and,  as  always,  they’re  laying  for  BYU. 

The  record  of  past  BYU-Utah  games  makes  sad  reading  for 
Cougar  fans.  Only  once  have  the  Cougars  beaten  the  Utes  since 
1922,  way  back  in  1942.  But  with  the  BYU  squad  looking  the  way 
it  is,  perhaps  this  is  the  year  to  wreak  vengeance. 

The  Cougars  need  remember  only  two  things  to  win— when 
you  block,  you  make  yardage;  when  you  tackle,  the  opposition 
doesn’t.  And  you  win  ball  games.

Tragic  Cougar-Redskin 
History  is  Recalled 


Saturday  night  at  Ute  stadium 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  the  traditional 
Cougar-Ute  scramble  takes  place. 
It  will  be  the  28th  time  the  two 
teams  have  tangled  since  the  first 
game  of  this  series  in  1922, 
which  Utah  won,  49-0. 

Of  the  27  games  played  thus 
far,  Utah  has  won  22,  BYU  has 
come  out  on  top  in  only  one,  and 
they’ve  tied  four  times;  in  1928, 
1938,  1941,  and  1950. 

In  1942,  the  year  the  Cougars 
beat  Utah,  the  score  was  12-7. 
That  year  the  team  was  led  by 
coach  Floyd  Millett. 

In  the  more  recent  games  of 
the  annual  series,  that  is,  from 
1946  till  now,  the  old  saying,  “His- 
tory repeats  itself,”  ha£  pretty 
much  held  true.  In  1947  Utah  won 
28-6.  In  1948,  again  the  Utes  won, 
only  this  time  it  was  a real  shel- 
lacking, 30-0.  The  following  year 
Showed  Utah— 38,  BYU— 0, 


But  in  1950,  the  Cougars  defied 
tradition  and  whipped  the  Salt 
Lakers  into  a tie,  28-28.  Some  of 
the  outstanding  stars  of  that 
game  were  Bob  Karpowitz,  place 
kick  artist,  Rex  Berry,  ace  punt- 
er, Don  Benson,  Benny  Morten- 
son,  and  Ray  Oliverson,  the  three- 
workhorses  of  the  team’s  back- 
field. 

In  1951  in  Ute  stadium,  a 
crowd  of  21,459,  largest  in  BYU- 
Utah  history,  witnessed  a 7-6  win 
for  Utah  over  the  Cougars.  In 
that  game,  Karpowitz,  in  one  of 
his  rare  off  moments,  missed  the 
conversion.  That  bad  break  ulti- 
mately resulted  in  a Ute  victory. 

This  year  the  Cougars,  with 
three  wins  behind  them — San  Di- 
ego Navy,  New  Mexico,  and  Mon- 
tana—will  try  to  overcome  the 
Utah  Redskin  jinx  and  break  into 
the  series  win  column  again.
